I was so re- 
minded. A 
winey - faced 
gentleman, who 
apparently car- 
ried God 
around in his 
vest pocket, 
and who also knew all the an- 
swers to-our problems, was hold- 
ing forth to a gentleman and a 
lady. His voice was loud. 

“We must do what we should 
do now or pay the price,” he said. 
“There is no need waiting. We 
must act or pay the penalty. The 
thing to do is let them have it. 
Wipe them out. Only a fool,” he 
announced, “cannot see the an- 
swer.” 

It was he who reminded me of 
the legendary emperor of Rome, 
called Lucius Tarquinius, 


There is a picturesque legend 
concerning him. 


He was a tyrant and his ene- 
mies were many. 

One day there came to him a 
well-known sibyl from the town 
of Cumae. Sibyls were plentiful 
ain those days, and were per- 
haps roughly equivalent to for- 
tunetellers today, though men 
were perhaps more gullible then. 

This sibyl offered to Tarquini- 
us a set of nine volumes in which 
were contained all the destinies 
of Rome. The emperor could 
find in these books the story of 
the future. 

The price she asked was so 
high the king refused. 

Some time later, as the pres- 
sure of events against the em- 
peror became greater, she re- 
turned and offered six volumes 
for the price originally asked for 
the nine. 

The emperor by now was will- 
ing to pay the price for nine, 
but he refused to give it for six 
volumes. The sibyl went away 
and bided her time. She returned 
once more. with her prophetic 
revelations at a moment when the 
emperor was embarked on a war 
of conquest. This time she offered 
to sell three volumes for the 
price asked for the nine. 

The emperor was so overcome 
by curiosity and -fear he paid the 
price and took the three volumes. 

But, what he wanted, and 
needed to know, was not in the 
books he bought. 


Today’s Sibyls 


One trouble about today is 
there are too many sibyls. A 
great many members of the 
House and Senate have some of 
the sibyl in them. In fact, some of 
them are out-and-out sibyls. They 
go around hawking their books of 
the future at a very cheap price. 
In fact, if no one will buy them 
they will give them sway by 
reading out loud from them, or 
by obtaining unanimous consent 
to have them inserted in the 
Congressional Record so _ they 
may be mailed to their constitu- 
ents.

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Blast Rips 
House Here, 
Burns Man

An Atlanta man was seriously 
burned and his seven-room house 
almost wrecked here Friday after- 
noon by an explosion which 
‘rocked houses a block away. 


C. C. Romines, of 831 Kings Ct., 
N. E., was pulled from a flaming 
back window by several neigh- 
bors who came running after they 
heard the terrific blast. 

His hair was burned from his 

head, and he received second and 
third-degree burns from his waist 
up as a result of the explosion. He 
Was given émergency treatment 
at Grady Hospital where his con- 
dition was described as “fair.” He 
was moved to St. Joseph’s In- 
firmary. 
Neighbors quoted Romines as 
saying the source of the blast was 
a gas stove in the kitchen. But 
Asst. Fire Chief W. A. Fain said 
he believed the explosion origi- 
nated from a radiant gas heater in 
a back bedroom. Chief Fain said 
leaking gas apparently had filled 
the house. 

Romines, a salesman, was re- 
ported sleeping in the house at 
the time of the explosion. His 
wife, who teaches at J. Allen 
Couch School; his 17-year-old 
daughter, Ann, and his 1l-year- 
old son, Charles, all were at 
school. 

Two heroes of the explosion 
were Victor E. Carnes, ‘of 812 San 
Antonio’ Dr., N. E., a disabled 
World War I veteran, and Rex 
Andrews, of 838 Amsterdam Ave., 
N. E., both of whom helped get 
Romines out of the burning house. 

Carnes, a virtual invalid) who 
suffers periodic fainting spells as 
a result of an old war injury, said 
he rushed from his home-half a 
block away when he felt the blast 
and heard a woman screaming. 

He had to scale a wire fence to 
reach Romines who was at the 
window. 

“Flames were all around him,” 
Carnes said, “but. another fellow 
and I helped pull him away.” 

Carnes injured his back in the

But 
the truck struck a northern 
snowstorm and was’7 wrecked. 
The husband is in a. hospital 
with a shattered leg.

The figure was raised to 70,000 
for November, but was dropped 
to 40,000 for December and 40,000 
for January. 


Traffic Deaths 
Cut in State

sons were killed on highways and 
streets in the State last month— 
the lowest number since February, 
1949, when 39 were killed.

‘month.” 

He released a letter from Gov. 
Talmadge to all mayor, judges, 
ordinaries, police chiefs, and sher- 
iffs in the State asking for strict 
enforcement of traffic laws this 
month in an effort to save lives. 

W. E. Mitchell, President of the 
Council, nected that 83 Georgians 
were killed in traffic accidents 
last December.and 249 others were 
injured permanently. He pleaded: 

“Let’s have at least 50 lives this

Marines, Gls Tug at Trap 
As Reds Ready New Blow

TOKYO, Saturday, Dec. 2—Chinese Communist armies 
rolled forward behind a:screen of fleeing refugees Friday 
toward the new United Nations defense line in western Korea 
while marines and troops of the Seventh Infantry Division 
fought to break out of encirclement by 80,000 enemy in the 


frozen northeast. 

Heavy pressure had not yet de- 
veloped in the west as the United 
Nations troops formed up about 
30 miles north and 25 miles north- 
east of the former Communist 
capital at Pyongyang and a 40- 
mile perimeter after their evac- 
uation of the Chongchon River 
line, blowing bridges at Anju and 
Sinanju behind them. Enemy. con- 
voys however were rolling down 
from the north, tanks were re- 
ported sighted crossing Chong- 


chon River and pilots claimed 
1,300 enemy killed in a near rec- 
ord day of airstrikes aimed to 
slow Communist concentrations 
for new attacks. 


Unidentified planes believed to 
be Chinese Communist bombers 
Friday night.dropped eight bombs, 
six near Pyongyang airport and 
two on railroad yards. Antiaircraft 
batteries opened fire but no planes 
were reported shot down. It was 
the third time this week that 
bombs had fallen on Pyongyang. 
A single plane dropped one bomb 
on the airport Tuesday and an- 
other was sent down early Thurs- 
day morning. 

In the east the fighting was bit- 
ter around the big Chosen reser- 
voir where Marines and Seventh 
Division men were pulling back 
down the west and east banks to- 
ward Haggaru at the lake’s south- 
ern extremity. The Seventh Di- 
vision was under constant fire, ac- 
cording to reports at Tenth Corps 
headquarters, as it moved back 
from Sinhungni. Six thousand 
enemy were reported killed by the 
Marine’ as threw back enemy at- 
tacks at Yuddamni and then beat 
a retreat from their endangered 
advance position before superior 
forces. 


Haggaru itself, the main Marine 
base and terminus of a supply 
line through the mountains from 
the east coast, was under heavy 
attack. An estimated enemy regi- 
ment with artillery support was 
driven back Friday from Haggaru

killed. 


But along the mountain high- 
way the enemy had set up strong 
roadblocks behind the Marines 
and the Seventh Division. A relief 
column moving up the highway 
after the advanced positions had 
been cut off for the past 48 hours 
stalled Friday at Kotori against 
enemy resistance. Later the col- 
umn forced its way into a town, 
ten miles south of Haggaru, but 
the Communists were still occu- 
pying heights overlooking the 
road and kept it under a steady 
stream of fire. 


Marine pilots bombing’ and 
strafing the enemy said that the 
Chinese clung tenaciously to their 
blocking positions on the ridges 
with some not even taking cover 
as the planes came over. A cold 
overcast of weather on the east- 
ern front hampered air operations. 


The two Chinese corps partici- 
pating in the attack, according to 
intelligence reports, came from 
the Chinese Third Field Army 
which has. been tentatively identi- 
fied as joining in the Communist 
intervention in Korea. Their aim 
is apparently to cut off United 
Nations troops which drove in- 
land and up to the Yalu River 
against feeble North Korean re- 
sistance before the “new war” 
with China began. 

Unconfirmed reports. said ele- 
ments of the Seventh Division 
were evacuating exposed positions 
on the Yalu near Hyesanjin which

Vast Outlay, 
Quick,Asked 
By Truman 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—(f)— 
President Truman asked Congress 
Friday for-a vast new outlay of 
$17,850,000,000 to build for vic- 
tory in Korea and prepare for pos- 
sible attack “in other parts of the 
world.” 


The President’s message and a 
fast-breaking round of other de- 
velopments came as British Prime 
Minister Attlee and _ perhaps 
French Premier Rene Pleven pre- 
pared to fly to Washington for. 
conferences with Mr. Truman this 
weekend. 


Attlee is flying to Washington 
on Sunday, and a foreign office 
spokesman in Paris said Pleven 
may join in the talks on the dark- 
ening Asiatic crisis. 

In his message to Congress, the 
President branded the Chinese 
Communist assault in Korea as 
“naked, deliberate and unpro- 
voked” aggression, but he de- 
clared that whatever happens “we 
shall not falter or turn back.” 


His message urged the lawmak- 
ers to act with the “utmost speed” 
in. providing: | | 

1. $16,800,000,000 for swift ex- 
pansion of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. 


2. $1,050,000,000 to speed the 
atomic energy program for pro- 
duction of A-bombs and develope 
ment of the hydrogen bomb. 


In addition, Mr. Truman re- 
quested $84,000,000 to expand the 
power of the Tennessee Valley 
tthority—power used in the 
making of the atom bomb. 

“The new facilities will provide 
larger capacity for the production 
of fissionable materials, and for 
the fabrication of such materials’ 
into atomic weapons,” the Presi< 
dent said.

A special Army report estimated 
that “the Soviet division has more 
submachine guns which, due to 


their high rate of fire, ,increase | 


the proportionate volume of. So- 
viet firepower in close combat.” : 

The Army said “in general, the: 
quality of design and manufacture | 
of Soviet weapons is good and 
compares well with that of United 
States weapons.” 

The study’s over-all conclusion 
was that 18,000-man U. S. divi- 
sions—both infantry and armored 
—carry 50 percent more firepower 
than divisions in the Russian 
Army. | 

However, since the Russian di-. 
visions at authorized strength are 
a third smaller—about 12,000 men 
—this would be the same fire- 
power per man in the combat 
forces of the two countries. 

The possibility that the Russians 
have an advantage at close combat 
is increased by the fact that the 
best Soviet tank, the 58-ton Josef 
Stalin III, carries a 122-millimeter | 
cannon and consequently more, 
firepower than the best U. S. tank. | 

The best American tank, the’ 
General Patton, carries a 90-milli- 
meter gun. The Army is planning, 
a larger tank to out-gun the Soviet | 
heavys, but quantity production is | 
not expected for two or three:

There is hope Prime Minister Attlee 
and President 
mier Pleven, if he should participate— 
will be able in their personal talks to re- 
solve the differences among the Western 
nations so a truly united front can be pre- 
sented against Communist ansion. 

Though working together poth in Asia 
.and Europe, the free nations have been at 

odds. The differences} which are 
those of method rather than end, have 
been growing in recent. weeks. Russia 
and her satellites are quick to take advan- 
tage of any cleavage in the democratic 
ranks. 

Russia now controls one-fourth of the 
world’s land area and one-third of the 
world’s peoples. If the free countries fail 
to work in unison it may mean the even- 
tual dooin of all. 

Chiefly, the difference between this 
country and Western Europe, including 
Britain, is thatthe Europeans are inclined 
toward appeasement despite the lesson of 
Munich. Mr. Attlee threw up his hands 
in dismay when President Truman men- 
tioned the atomic bomb. In both Britain 
and France, and in some other Western 
countries as well, there has been increas- 
ing criticism of General MacArthur’s ac- 
tion in proceeding to the Manchurian bor- 
der. General MacArthur yesterday an- 
swered his critics by saying he had had 
no suggestion from any authoritative 
source that he should stop short of the 
border.

Governor Talmadge has sent the State

Be that as it may, we take the Gov- 
ernor’s uncompromising attitude in the 
milk dispute as an indication he now is 
determined to enforce all State laws to 
the limit of his ability. 


We respectfully call to Governor ‘Tal- - 
madge’s attention the statement of Reve-- 


nue Commissioner Charles Redwine a few 
days ago saying millions of dollars worth 
of illegal whisky is entering Georgia from 
northern states. Mr.

It is only fair to ask the Governor that 
he be no less ous in enforcement of 
the liquor laws in enforcement of the 
milk laws.

If General MacArthur had not attempt- 
ed to proceed to the border it would 
merely have given the Communists greater 
opportunity to mass for an offensive. It 


ought to be abundantly clear now that 


the Communists have intended to inter- 
vene all along but waited until their 
troops could be concentrated in sufficient 
numbers. 

Neither Britain nor France—nor any 
other free country in Europe—has gone 
about rearmament in serious manner. The 
French still shriek about the menace of a 
rearmed Germany when 175 divisions of 
Soviet troops are waiting at the back door. 
It appears now that the new Communist 
threat may force dispersal of this French 
phobia and permit, at last, the organiza- 
tion of a unified defense force. There is 
serious question, though, whether there is 
enough time for such a force to become 
effective. 

This country does not wish to take any 
more risks than are necessary. But we 
have. learned that appeasement 
strengthens a totalitarian country’s deter- 
mination. The more we give the Commu-. 
nists without a fight the more we will 
have .to give. 

The United States now has drawn the 
line because we believe that is the only 
way of survival. It is hoped France and 
Britain and other Western countries place. 
an equal value upon their freedoms. 

That is the real issue for Mr. Attlee 
and Mr. Pleven to decide.

Red China 
Bites Our Hand 


WASHINGTON—The Chinese Communists 
are stamping themselves as a lousy, ungrateful 


lot. After all of the friendship we: have mani--’ 


fested for China over the years, including the war we fought to 
liberate them from the Japanese, they are now biting the hand 
that has been feeding them. 


History will record no greater act of ingratitude than the 
sorry spectacle with which the world is now presented of the 
Chinese Communist regime intervening in the Korean War on 
the side of the North Koreans. What they are doing marks them 
down as a shiftless, immoral lot, utterly without conscious or 
any loyalty to the common decencies of civilized people. 


-Into War It was due almost entirely to our sympathies for 


the Chinese nation that we were drawn into the 
war with Japan. Pearl Harbor came as the climax of all the 
aid we had given them, morally and financially, to beat down 
acts of Japanese aggression. If we had pursued a different policy 
with respect to China in the years of Japanese expansion before 
Pearl Harbor weeprobably never would have been ‘drawn into 
the war in the Pacific. 


The Japs were led to deliver their sneak attack on Hawaii 
because of the friendship we had shown the Chinese. After we 
were drawn into the war we multiplied our aid to them a thou- 
sandfold, sending them men and money and supplies and technical 
assistance of every description. 

We rejoiced with them in the final victory won over their 
ancient enemy, Japan. 


And after the war was over we went to great length in seek: 
ing to bring about the unification of China, torn between the 
rival factionalism of the Nationalists of Chiang Kai-shek and the 
Communists. To this: end, President Truman sent Gen. George 
Marshall on a mission to China. Our sole interest was unifica- 
tion and world peace. 


When unification failed and when General Marshall reported 
on the widespread corruption found to exist in the Nationalist 
regime we washed our hands of Chiang and cut off the source 
of support he had received in his war with the Communists. .We 
no longer sought to uphold Chiang when it appeared he had lost 
the confidence of his own people. 


Our Mission We have continually made it clear that our 

mission’ in Korea, under a mandate from the 
United Nations Organization, was purely one of putting down 
aggression and in the interest of a stable world peace. There 
can be no <9 8 ‘our motives there. 
munist regime hus constantly, from the start, accused us of all 
sorts of ulterior motives, making themselves utterly ridiculous 
with charges parroted from - Moscow. 


Now they have committed the final act of sending in over- 
whelming forces to aid their grimey Red brothers of North Korea, 
whom we had routed and had on the run. It constitutes an 
act of infamy that the Chinese people will be a long time living 
Having given the. lives of untold numbers of our men 
and much of our substance to free them from the Japanese yoke 
of oppression, our recompense now is to receive a stab in the back. 

Better to have left them to their own resources in the begin- 
ning, perhaps. If we. had known of.the ingratitude that was to 
come we might have washed our hands of the Pacific mess at the 
start. 

But there is no reason to assume that the great mass of the 
Chinese people are guilty of this base ingratitude.. The Commu- 
nist leaders of the present regime are doubtlessly to blame. Given 
a voice in the matter the people would likely pursue a far dif- 
ferent course. 


Moscow, of course, must be blamed as the real 
culprit. For without support from Soviet Rus- 
sia the Chinese would never dare to do what they have done. 
There can be no escape from the conclusion that the Chinese 
Government is under the control or direction of Rtssia. 

Hence, all that may be said of Chinese ingratitude in the 
present Korean crisis applies with equal force to Russia. We 
went to their aid, too, and saved their skins from the Germans 
just as we did the Chinese from the Japs. Now, only five short 
years after the end of the war, we*find them aligned against us 
as enemies. The world will be a sorry place to live so long as 
immoral elements of that kind are permitted to hold sway. Sooner 
or later a day of reckoning must come.

Dodd has been chief of staff at Tech since 1945 without a chal- 
lenge. He has achieved his enviable status with j two victories 

over Georgia. Choice it is, naturally, to defeat your chosen best 

enemy, but we have proof that it isn’t necessarily fatal to lose.

LAKELAND, Dec. 1—(7)—Car- 
thy Royals, 47, a farmer, was con- 
victed Friday of murdering a 
grandchild for insurance money. 

A Lanier County Superior Court 
jury required two hours and a half 
to reach a guilty verdict without 
recommendation of mercy. A 
death penalty was automatic un- 
der such.a verdict. f . 

Royals stood unmoved as the 
Foreman read the verdict. 

Sam Phillips, a neighbor, went 
on trial during the rnoon for 
murder in the same trial. 


One of the witnesses at Royals’ 
trial was his daughter, the mother 
of two children he was charged 
with beating to death and burning 
to hide the crime. She testified 
she and her husband did not con- 
sent to $500 insurence policies 
taken out on the children by her 
father in his wife’s name. 


Royals was accused of murder- 


ter, Martha, 2. He was tried and 
convicted only on a count charg- 
ing the murder of little’ Martha. 


The bodies of the children were 
found Sept. 28 in the burned 
tomobile of Phillips, who is also 
under a murder indictment.

Air Force spokesmen said 
other planes and ground crews 
with radio equipment would join 
in the search Saturday. 

Wehunt spiked reports. that 
searchers actually sighted the 
wreckage Friday. 

“‘We didn’t get close enough to 
see it,” he declared. “But no one 
who has talked with the witnesses 
who saw it crash doubts that it is 
there.” 

Speculation has increased over 
the identity of the burned craft. 
Air Force officers from Maxwell 
Field and Dobbins Air Base at 
Marietta have checked for three 
days without finding a plane over- 
due or missing. The Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority and airlines re- 
port no planes missing. 

“It could be a civilian flight 
without the CAA being notified” 
an Air Force officer said. “Or it 
could be an illegal flight such as 
a smuggling venture.” 

Even with good weather, search- 
ers expressed doubt that the 
wreckage could be found Satur- 
day. 

“There are ravines up there 
you could hide a two-story build- 
ing in,”  Wehunt declared. “In 
many places the undergrowth is 
thick covered over with vines and 
banked by snow drifts. 

“If the plane burned, as wit- 
messes say, then there wouldn’t 
be much left to see.

Of Congress 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—(#)— 
Tax increase legislation was as- 
signed high priority Friday in both 
houses of Congress. 

The House will begin debate 
Monday and vote Tuesday on the 
$3,400,000,000 excess profits tax 
bill formally introduced Friday by 
the Ways and Means Committee. 

In the Senate, Chairman George, 
Democrat, Georgia, announced 
that the Finance Committee will 
start “unlimited and uncensored” 
hearings Monday on the Adminis- 
tration’s request for $4,000,000,000 
in new taxes on business.
